Somewhere the Line Must Be Held 


State Finance Director John A. Skipton’s 
assurance that Ohio’s budg et will stay in bal­ 
ance without new taxes is the most heart­ 
ening news about g overnment that has been 
heard for a long time. 
But there must be more to the assurance 
than Director Skipton’s word for it. The 
O’Neill administration can hold down ex­ 
penses until they squeak and still not come 
out with a balanced budg et if Ohioans do 
not really want a balanced budg et. 
As every member of the General Asembly 
knows, the pressure for spending is always 
10 times g reater than the pressure for sav­ 
ing . The word already is being passed around 
the state that pressure for pensions, schools, 
state universities, welfare institutions and 
poor relief will become so g reat in the near 
future that Ohio will be forced to surrender 
its doctrine of “no new taxes.” 
The O’Neill administration — and its fi­ 


nance director — would like to have the ad­ 
vantag e of campaig ning this y ear on a no- 
new-taxes platform. 
But Ohio taxpay ers 
would like to continue to have the advantag e 
of living in a no-new-taxes state. This is a 
privileg e they cannot enjoy if they let the 
General Assembly add so many new expendi­ 
tures that they swamp the state budg et. 
Somewhere in the United States, the line 
must be held on both deficit spending and 
the endless piling on of new taxes on the 
same old taxpayers. 
It is too iate to hold it in Washing torf. It 
is too late to hold it in states that make no 
point of pride about prudence. 
It would be too late to hold it in Ohio, 
famous for its balanced budg ets, if the 
state ever fell into the hands of the spend- 
and-elect school of g overnment. It is assur­ 
ing to hear from the state finance direc­ 
tor that the official intention is to tave tax­ 
payers from that g rim fate. 


Something Else 'Bottomed Out' 


Half a g eneration from now, population ex­ 
perts will be studying the 1958 collapse of 
the baby boom that was supposed to be the 
built-in cure-all for the problem of using up 
industrial production in this country. 
The birth rate, reflecting a state of mind 
that became common last fall among poten­ 
tial parents, was down to 23.6 per thousand 
the first four months of 1958, compared with 
26.1 in the first four months of 1957. The 
marriag e rate has been slumping , too. 
The full effect of unemployment and fear 
of unemployment will not be felt until 1959. 
Contrary to the curious instinct of survival 
that causes poverty-ridden people in many 
foreig n countries to multiply in direct ratio 
to increases in adversity, Americans obey an 
instinct to slow down their multiplication rate 
in periods of adversity. 
The lowest level in the birth rate ever 
reached was 16.4 per thousand in 1933 and 
1936. The peak rate was 27.9 in 1947. Even the 
business slump of 1949, thoug h concealed so 
I 


suceesfully as a political talking f>oint that 
it was quickly forg otten, showed up clearly 
in the 1950 birth rate. 
If a baby boom were the recession cure it 
is cracked up to be by those who believe 
the most important element in human welfare 
is ever-increasing demand for available sup­ 
plies, the most log ical recession cure would 
be some g overnment pplan to persuade young 
married couples to have more children 
— immediately. 
This would be at least as log ical as the 
currently popular viewpoint that the reces­ 
sion could be routed by g iving everybody 
more money to spend — immediately — with 
no thoug ht of anything beyond immediate 
consequences. 
Fortunately, most parents obey a deper 
log ic than that of superficial thinkers who 
seem to believe if the United States had a 
birthrate as hig h as India’s its prosperity 
would be assured and that the modern cornu­ 
copia is a pay raise in shrinking dollars. 


What Are We Trying to Prove? 


To all official intents and purposes, the 
criticism of the U.S. exhibit at the Brussels 
World’s Fair that caused President Eisen­ 
hower to send a personal ag ent abroad for a 
checkup has been disposed of. 
The White House has made it known there 
will be some chang es made, but nothing 
drastic. The United States will revise its 
exhibit in a few particulars, but it will not 
alter the theme. 
The outrag ed squawk that started the up­ 
roar, when a New Eng land businesman vis­ 
ited the fair and was upset by the U.S. exhib­ 
it. has been taken into official account but 
it has not panicked the g overnment. 
Perhaps a little history has been made. 
The United States put a best foot forward 
at the Brussels World’s Fair that did not 
have a steel-toed shoe on it. For once, it did 
not try to bowl over foreig ners with the 
mig ht of its machinery. It risked its standing 
as the most envied and most admired na­ 
tion with a new and different approach. 
It put emphasis on the American’s people’s 
pursuit of happiness. It chucked overboard 
the hammer-hard emphasis on g ross ma­ 
terialism that has been its trademark. Pri­ 
vate industry’s exhibits at the fair were de­ 
sig ned to show what was new in the ag e of 
machinery, so the g overnment was desig ned 
Once Over 


Nelson Rockefeller’s hat is in the ring in 
New York g ubernatorial race. With Averell 
Harriman as oponent it could make the ring 
look more like an imported de luxe hatbox. 
This could turn out to be the most fiacin- 
ating political battle ever foug ht by two men 
up to their ears in ready cash. Each has 
such an enormous income that, taxes being 
qrhat they are, both need an outside job. Both 
prove that money is no bad if you don’t 
g rip it too hard. 
; The log cabin and newsboy motif is out 
these days. If Harriman ever had a log cabin 
It had 50 rooms and a polo field. If Rock­ 
efeller had one it had g asoline pumps and 
a wing for philanthropic meeting s. Neither 
Was ever seen barefooted on a street cor­

Its admirers believe the U.S. exhibit sig ni­ 
fies to Europeans that this country is out« 
g rowing its psychopathic urg e to prove it 
is more materialistic than the abjectly ma­ 
terialistic Communists, who preach that ma­ 
terialism is the beg inning and the end of 
everything . 
They think the United States has scored a 
decisive point in the battle for men’s minds, 
which is no battle at all unless it offers 
men an alternative between man as a vic­ 
tim of materialism and man as a master of 
his soul.

Worth A Backword Glance 


WASHINGTON - The Fair La­ 
bor Standards Act which g ave the 
United States its present child la­ 
bor law and provided for minimum 
wag es and overtime to workers in 
interstate commerce is 20 y ears 
old this year. It’s worth a back­ 
ward g lance. 
For this Wag e and Hour Law, 
as it’s called, was bitterly con­ 
tested before it was passed. 
From today’s viewpoint, the sur­ 
prising thing is that it took 35 y ears 
to g et the law on the books. In 
over-simplified summary, the re­ 
cord went like this: 


IN 1892 CONGRESS established 
the eig ht-hour day for laborers and 
mechanics employed on public 
contract work. In 1907 the 16-hour 
day was made maximum for rail­ 
roaders. 
A 1914 law establishing the eig ht- 
hour day and the 48-hour week for 
women in the District of Colum­ 
bia — to protect their health and 
morals — was declared unconstitu­ 
tional in J9 23. 
But in 1916 — to prevent a 
strike — Cong ress established the 
eig ht-hour day for the railroads.

The National Industrial Recovery 
Act 
of 
1933 
permitted

That seven out of every 100 U.S. 
school children have below normal 
hearing . 
That it was Ralph Waldo Em­ 
erson who observed: “That time, 
like all times, is a very g ood one— 
if we but knew what to do with 
it.” 


SIDE GLANCES 


25 cents an hour when the act 
first went into effect Oct. 24, 1938. 
After a y ear it was raised to 30 
cents. Even these low minimums 
g ave increases to 9 50.000 workers. 
When the minimum wag e went 
to 40 cents in 1945 it g ave a raise 
to 1.7 million workers. Another 1.3 
million benefitted by the raise 
to 75 cents in 1950 and 2.1 million 
more by the raise to $1 in 1956. 
This $1 rate was a compromise 
between 90 cents and $1.25. 


WAGE-HOUR DIISION of De­ 
partment of Labor now makes an­ 
nual payroll inspections on about 
6 per cent of the 9 00,000 employ­ 
ers with 24 million employes in 
non-exempt industries. 
From October, 1938, to May, 1958, 
nearly four million employes have 
recei/ed back-pay adjustments to­ 
taling over 180 million dollars 
throug h enforced compliance. 
Two provisions of the act not 
commonly associated with it re­ 
strict child labor and require over­ 
time pay. 
Sixteen y ears is set as the mini­ 
mum ag e for g eneral employment 
— 18 years in hazardous industry 
—■ thoug h children of 14 and 15 
may be employed part-time out­ 
side school hours. 
The act provided for time and a 
half minimum overtime payments 
after 44 hours in 1938-9, after 42 
hours in 1939-40 and after 40 hours 
on Oct. 24, 1940. 


THERE IS SAID to be no way 
to estimate how many American 
workers are now receiving less 
than $1 
an hour. The 'big g est 
g roups of exempted workers, not 
in interstate commerce, include 
outside 
salesmen, 
ag ricultural 
workers, retail clerks and servioe 
establishment employes. 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell last y ear proposed to Con­ 
g ress an amendment to the law 
which would prescribe minimum 
wag es in industries “essentially” in 
interstate commerce. This measure 
is still pending . 
There are also six bills before 
Cong ress to raise the minimum 
wag e to $1.25 an hour. Another 
30-odd bills would bring under the 
law industries now exempted. But 
there is little liklihood of their pas­ 
sag e this year. 


Maybe it’s g oing to be a toug h 
Christmas throug hout the land. For 
the old saying , “don’t look a g ift 
horse in the mouth,” has, in ef­ 
fect. now been 
repealed by a 
c o n g ression- 
al committee. 
H e r e a f t e r 
e ve r y recip­ 
ient of a g ift 
p r e s umably 
m us t fig ure 
out what the 
motive of the 
sender 
really 
is and, if in David Lawreut 
doubt, proceed at once to refuse 
the g ift even thoug h this offends 
the donor. 
Also, the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice—which hitherto has not usual­ 
ly inquired into what the motive 
of the g iver is when he deducts as 
expense, for tax purposes, some­ 
thing he spends for an actual or 
potential customer in business- 
wili now be on the spot unless it 
establishes the true motive. 
The task will be to determine, 
¡moreover, whether a particular 
piece of hospital did or did not 
have a relationship to the conduct 
of the business of the donor. It 
may 
require 
a 
staff 
of psy- 
rhiatrists to establish what was 
ui the g iver’s mind and also 
whether the recipient knew it at 
the time. 
All this may be the aftermath 
of the Goldfine-Adams hullabaloo. 
Possibly the Democrats, who are 
responsible for raising the issue, 
will have to face the indig nation 
of retail stores g enerally if the 
g ift business takes a big dip in 
sales next Christmas. 


. CERTAINLY MANY a citizen, 
especially in the business world, 
has been asking himself recently 
whether all the g ifts that come 
from others from whom he buys 
products are properly motivated, 
and whether, if deducted as busi­ 
ness expenses by the g iver, this 
makes the recipient an unwitting 
party to a “conspiracy” to g et 
a tax deduction. 
Many a subordinate officer in a 
company will ask himself whether 
the entertainment he received did 
or did not prejudice his own award 
of contracts. 
He will wonder whether, if the 
Internal Revenue Service records 
show it, this means the recipient, 
in effect, was bribed 
o p at least 
improperly influenced. 
As for g overnment officials in 
both the executive and leg islative 
branches, they will be confront­ 
ed by a dilemma, too. Thus, if a 
businessman comes to Washing ton 
by train or by air or by auto to 
see his cong ressman or senator in 
order to try to g et something done 
that effects his business, is this 
expense a leg itimate deducion for 
tax purposes? 
Does it mean that the public 
official who benefited is compro­ 
mised? 
The law prohibits any tax de-

duction for “lobbying ” directed at 
Cong ress. It says nothing about 
“lobbying ” directed at the execu­ 
tive branch. 
There can, of course, be no 
penalty imposed for exercising the 
constitutional rig ht of petition. 
The courts have never really de­ 
fined the scope of “lobbying .” 
ax purposes? 
On the broad question of tax 
deductions, the statute says that 
“all the ordinary and necessary 
expenses incurred during the tax­ 
able yeaj; in carrying on any trade 
or business” may be deducted. 
What then is “ordinary” and what 
is “necessary”? Certainly if one’s 
business is subject to g overnment­ 
al reg ulation, it becomes “ordin­ 
ary and necessary” to keep in 
touch with officials who can sup­ 
ply needed information affecting 
one’s business. 


THE MOTIVE OF THE g iver of 
a g ift mig ht even be to seek an 
improper objective. This would not 
take away the rig ht to a tax deduc­ 
tion. For even g ambling establish­ 
ments have been permitted, as a 
result of a recent Supreme Court 
decision, to deduct expenses incur­ 
red in rent and maintenance of 
their premises. 
The fact that a citizen g oes to 
Washing ton to curry favor with an 
official, whether elected or not, 
and incurs expenses for entertain­ 
ment, or g ives him expensive 
g ifts, does not necessarily nullify 
a tax deduction. A dispute over 
a tax deduction, the amount of 
which has been fully disclosed by 
the taxpay er in his return, does 
not involve any criminal penalty. 
If the claimed deduction is dis­ 
allowed, this merely means an ad­ 
ditional tax is imposed. 
As for the recipient of enter­ 
tainment or of other forms of 
g enerosity, there would be more 
doubt if lavish g ifts came from 
a strang er than from a close 
friend. It is now considered “im­ 
prudent” for public officials, whe­ 
ther or not elected, to accept g ifts 
from anyone with whom they 
mig ht some day be transacting 
g overnment business. Even those 
who hope to be candidates for pub­ 
lic office presumably must — in 
order to be on the safe side — start 
rejecting g ifts. 
Is it “imprudent” also for a 
man in business to accept g ifts or 
hospitality from anyone whose or­ 
ders for business purchases the 
g iver is soliciting ? In the business 
world, for the most part, this has 
not 
been 
considered 
improper. 
Maybe it will be so in the future. 
The whole custom of g ift-g iving at 
Christmas will be affected. Also 
the g iving of theater tickets to hit 
shows or of choice seats at the 
World Series to important custom­ 
ers or potential customers will 
hereafter bring new quandaries an 
perhaps frustrations to g enerous-a 
minded people in the world of busi­ 
ness. Certainly public officials on 
the receiving end in the sacred 
precincts of federal, state or city 
g overnments now must really “look 
a g ift horse in the mouth.” 


Still In Style

NEW YORK (AP)—Buying on 
time is still in style. Because of 
the trimming down of auto install­ 
ment debt there’s more of a 
chemise look today. But if you 
disreg ard auto credit (and it’s 
still hefty by most standards) 
you’ll find Americans increasing 
their purchases of other consumer 
g oods on the cuff. 
Department stores 
report 
a 
steady climb in the amount of soft 
g oods being sold on short term 
credit plans. 
It’s only the big ticket hard 
g oods that take a long time to 
pay for that find the customers 
acting shy. 
And 
the 
American 
Bankers 
Assn. reports that debtors are 
prompter in their payments than 
they were in the early months of 
1958. The Northern Trust Co. of 
Chicag o 
says that 
delinquencies 
and repossessions, althoug h hig h­ 
er than a y ear ag o, have not 
reached a stag e considered se­ 
rious. The ABA adds they appear 
to be receding in many parts of 
the country. But the American 
Collectors Assn. finds the delin­ 
quent, 
its 
particular 
problem, 
hard to collect from. 
The Federal Reserve Board's 
larg est fig ures show that at the 
start of June total installment 
credit was just under 33 billion 
dollars, down 600 million dollars 
from the end of January . During 
May consumers had taken on 
3*4 
billion dollars of new installment 
debt, but repayments had topped 
this by 100 million dollars. 
The shrinkag e was all in auto 
lo<;ns. Outstanding were some 14^4 
billion dollars of commitments on 
cars, 183 million dollars less than 
at the start of May. 
But other consumer g oods bad 
risen in May by 53 million dollars 
to 8 1-8 billion dollars to top y ear 
ag o fig ures by 95 million dollars. 
Repair and modernization loans 
and personal loans also rose. 
A Standard Financial Corp. sur­ 
vey of 12,640 customers of 127 de­ 
partment stores throug hout the 
country points up the selectivity of 
consumers during the recession. 
It reports that in the last 18 
months revolving credit sales of 
acft g oods in these stores exceed­ 
ed the corresponding month of the 
previous year. 
The averag e maturity of install­ 


ment credit for soft g oods Is seven 
months, while the averag e ma­ 
turity on auto debit is around 31 
months. 
Merchants and customers an­ 
swering the survey stressed this 
time difference in their credit pro­ 
g rams under current conditions. 
“Consumers 
can 
see 
seven 
months ahead; they can’t see 31 
months ahead,” the report con­ 
cludes, “So they hold back on the 
long -term oblig ations.” 
Only in the case of electric ap­ 
pliances did any of the 127 stores 
report any easing of credit terms. 
The aim in that case was traced 
to efforts of factories to reduce 
heavy inventories. 
In addition to an increase in the 
'buying of soft g oods on time, sales 
finance companies report an in­ 
crease of installment sales of 
motor boats, house trailers, swim­ 
ming pools, travel tickets and col­ 
leg e tuition payments. 
The marked increase in person­ 
al saving s noted a few months 
back doesn’t dismay the finance 
companies. They hold that the 
consumer down payments and re­ 
serves. The g rowing reservoir of 
consumer saving s is reg arded as 
assurance of an upsurg e of credit 
sales when the recession is re­ 
versed.

far, several different kinds of anti­ 
biotics and vitamins have brought 
her no relief. She says she is 
living in torment and just drag 
ging herself around. 
Brucellosis is a germ disease. 
It is spread to human beings prin­ 
cipally by drinking milk from in­ 
fected animals or coming in con­ 
tact with contaminated meat of 
animals which have been slaugh 
tered for food. 
It is an occupational hazard for 
many farmers and veterinarians. 
The animals particularly likely to 
be involved are cattle, sheep, goats, 
and hogs 
There are two principal kinds of 
the human form of the disease. 
One is the cute attack in which 
a chilly feeling, fever, loss 
of 
weight, headaches and pains in the 
muscles and sweating are com­ 
mon. 
A rash on the skin is often pres­ 
ent. The fever usually goes up 
and down in a wave-like manner. 
This is what has given one form 
of the disease its name of “ un- 
dulant” fever. 
In the chronic form the symp-

Hospital. 
The 
Mahoning 
County medical Society said Sun­ 
day it was the smallest complete 
exchange transfusion—about three 
ounces, or 80 cubic centimeters of 
blood—ever made at the hospital. 
The child was 2 to 2V2 months 
premature and weighed only two 
pounds, six ounces when born June 
27 to Mr. and Mrs. Marvin C. 
Adair of Youngstown. 
Infants weighing less than two 
pounds at birth have one chance 
in 10 of survival, but because of 
the successful transfusion the out­ 
look for the Adair child is fair, 
Dr. W’egner explained. 
The transfusion was made be­ 
cause there was evidence of jaun­ 
dice, which can result in injury 
to the brain, when the child was 
born and he lost eight ounces in 
three days. He lost another 2% 
ounces immediately following the 
transfusion, but has gained 1H 
ounces since then and there is no 
evidence of any brain damage at 
present, Dr. Wegner said.
